The time at which this message had been filed 
probably was garbled in transmission. 
The time was 
fixed at “8 H 6 M,** but it was probable that these fig­ 
ures meant 8:06 a. rn. 
News of the safety of Miss Ruth Elder, daring 
woman air pilot, and her companion aviator, Captain 
Haldeman, came to turn gloom to joy when growing 
anxiety was causing a conviction that the American 
Girl had gone to join other missing trans-oceanic planes 
which carried their brave occupants to unmarked graves 
in the Atlantic. 
When the word came ^iat the craft had made a 
successful landing at sea, its maximum time limit in the 
air was almost up and the plane was several hours over­ 
due at Paris according to Captain Haldeman’s estimates. 
No word had been received from the American Girl 
since Tuesday night when a Steamship saw her wing­ 
ing her way overhead, barely started on the long trail. 
If all had gone well the American Girl would have 
made her final battle with the elements early today, 
this time an assault on fog blanketed France which 
drove Commander Byrd’s plane back after the big 
craft was over the country, would not have hampered 
them.

State Department Reports That 
European Corn Borer Checked 
by Cleanup Methods. 


Cleaning up all corn stubble, stalks 
and cobs in the fields last spring be­ 
fore the 1927 corn crop was planted 
has proven a great aid in combating 
the European corn borer, according 
to officials of the Pennsylvania de­ 
p art of agriculture who have just re­ 
turned from an inspection trip through 
the heavily infested areas of Ohio, 
Michigan, Pennsylvania and Ontario, 
Canada. Counts of degrees of infesta­ 
tion in Michigan, Ohio, 
New 
York 
and Pennsylvania indicate th at the in­ 
crease in degree of infestation so far 
this year over 1926 is much less than 
the increase in 1926 over 1925. 
The corn borer, however, is con­ 
tinuing its spread and reports from 
scouts up to September IO indicate 
the corn borer is present in 386 town­ 
ships of Michigan, 
Ohio, 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, New York and Indiana, out­ 
side the quarantine area of the past 
year. 
This figure includes 48 town­ 
ships in Pennsylvania located in the 
following counties: Monroe, Wayne, 
Lackawanna, Luzerne, Wyoming, Co­ 
lumbia, 
Northumberland, 
Union, 
Huntingdon, 
Bedford, 
Somerset, 
Greene, and Fayette.

These 
plants were from a very hardy varie­ 
ty of corn introduced from Sbuth 
America. 
Since cleaning up all corn remnants 
in the field is proving a valuable aid 
in reducing the ravages of the corn 
borer, the Pennsylvania department 
of 
agriculture is mailing to every 
farm er in the heavily infested area a 
leaflet which gives suggestions 
on 
what farm ers can do this fall to meet 
government inspection requirements 
next spring and save time, worry and 
expense.
